HUCK FINN OATMEAL
COOKIES
1 tub (1 cup) soft-type
margarine
2 cups firmly packed
brown sugar
eggs
tsp. vanilla
cups unsifted all
purpose flour
tsp. soda
tsp. cinnamon
tsp. salt
cups quick-cooking
oats
cup raising or chopped
nuts

Measure all ingredients
into mixing bowl. Beat at
low speed or electric mixer
or mix by hand until well
blended. Drop by heaping
teaspoons 2 inches apart on
ungreased baking sheet
Bake at 350 degrees 12 to 15
minutes. Remove immedi-
ately from baking sheets
and cool. Yield: 3-4 doz.

2 eggs
1 tsp. vanilla
2 cups all-purpose or
instant-type flour
2 tsp. baking powder
15 tsp. salt
1 cup chopped nuts,

(1 cup) semi-
sweetened chocolate
pieces, divided

Put all ingredients except
nuts and chocolate in large
mixing bowl, Mix on lowest
speed of mixer or by hand
just until well blended, scra
ping side and bottom of
bow!] constantly. Stir in half
of the nuts and chocolate
pieces. Coat a 15x10x1-inch
baking pan or tw
9x9x2-inch baking pans with
margarine. Spread dough
evenly in pan. Sprinkle top
with remaining nuts and
chocolate pieces. Bake at
350 degrees 20 to 25 minutes.
Cool. Cut in bars approxi-
mately 1% x2% inches
